But the ſtreſs and 
hurry of the Work left little ſpace 
to ruminate; and his legten 
lay, in © rm reſolution, either to 
prevail or die: Not the price of 
England, but of E urope, was ſtak d 
down upon the Diſpute; and. there- 
fore none other thought lay before 
him but wanquiſhing : Maugre ten 
thouſand Deaths that ftood rang'd 
to oppoſe his way, he muſt need 
puſh all before him to Victory;

the Conquerors was a hideous Scene 
to be look'd over: The two ſub- 
ſtantial Elements that lend largeſt to 
the Stock of human Nature, drew 
there a vaſt demand at ſight upon 
human Nature again ; and Earth 
and Water ſhared a groß Sum, paid 
down of the general Debt of Man- 
kind.

And early, the folloig spring.

tiring Enemy ſtill inward, and drive 
them home to their cer But here 
he found himfelf dif appointed and 
forlaken on all ſides; his Friends 
were ſhy to join him, his Enemies 
dreaded to oppoſe him: The one 
lay revelling in a diſtant Field, the 
other lay Puricd under Grottrd :

How impetuouſly did his Blood boil 
up, and throb it thro' his ſwelling 
Heart; and what an inward Tumult 
had he to ſtifle and appeaſe, in the 
mutiny of his urg d, upriſing Paſſions 
Being unable to get ſight either of 
Friend or Enemy, fnddenly he rons'd, 
and flew homeward to the Country 
. of Faithful Friends and Allies, where 
his high Merits were unenvy 'd and 
ador'd, that he might give his big

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Dutch had in winning this Victory, 
wakes amends for the wrong Fudge 
ment they had form d: And — — Con- 
fequences of it are a Gining Proof of 
my Lord Duke's excellent foreſight 
and diſcernment - They are, indeed, 
far more advantageous to us than 
the Victory itſelf; for mighty Cities 
and rin hw fallen in with the | 
Victor, and implor'd his Protection. 
And now one might reaſonably 
judge, the work of the War were 
well nigk fmiſhd; had not experi- oy 
ence taught us, how incredibly the 
. Great Hydra has been went to re- 
cruit and male head again; he has 
gather d and grown whole, almoſt as 
quick as he has been cut off: And 5 
after he had been ſo perfectly ſtruck 1 
flat, and diſabled by that fatal Blow 
in the Empire, and maul'd in fo 
many Rencounters ſince, who could 
imagine he ſhould open this Cam- 
paign with Armies ſoantire, offenſive, 
and defying on all ſides?

His new. rais d ſtrength, indeed, 
tho numerous, proves but Næſ and 
Nerveleß; and the Muſeles that are 
ſuddenly forc'd to fill up, where har- 
den'd and mature Limbs have been 
ſtruck away, can be at beſt but 
young and ralow; and therefore, 
from the tetal defeat and ruine of 
their Veteran Troops upon the Da- 
nube, we may date the rapid tum- 
bling and downfal of the Gallic Force 
and Power..
